INVESTIGATION: 

ON THE ABOVE DATE AND TIME; OFFICERS WERE CALLED BY CVS / 
PHARMACY PERSONNEL (MGR WARREN AGUILING), AND ADVISED OFA 
484 P.C. / 41.24(D)LAMC THAT JUST OCCURRED. WE ARRIVED TO THE 
LOCATION AND FB-2 ( OFCRS MELVIN AND WATKINS) WERE ALREADY ON 
SCENE. WE ( OFCRS HAYES AND MOONEY ) WERE CONTACTED BY STORE 
MANAGERS ( WARREN AGUILING & DARREN MARS / 323-463-7900) WHO 
ADVISED US THAT THEY BELIEVED THE DEFT LOCKED HIMSELF INSIDE 
THE STORE BATHROOM AND WAS POSSIBLY CONSUMING FOOD THAT 
THE DEFT STOLE FROM WITHIN THE STORE. AT THIS TIME FB-5 ( SUPV 
REYES & OFCR SEWELL ) ARRIVED TO OUR LOCATION AS WELL. WE 
APPROACHED THE STORE BATHROOM WHERE THE DEFT HAD 
BARRICADED HIMSELF. WE ASKED THE DEFT TO EXIT THE BATHROOM 
NUMEROUS TIMES WITH NEGATIVE RESULTS. WITH THE APPROVAL OF 
SGT REYES AND BOTH STORE MANAGER OFCR WATKINS DEPLOYED 
OLEORESIN CAPSICUM ( AKA OC SPRAY ) THROUGH A SMALL CRACK 
BETWEEN THE DOOR JAM AND BATHROOM DOOR. WE WAITED APPROX 
3-4 MINUTES WHILE GIVING ORDERS TO THE DEFT TO EXIT THE STORES 
BATHROOM. HE REFUSED TO EXIT THE BATHROOM. OFCR HAYES THEN 
DEPLOYED OLEORESIN CAPSICUM SPRAY THROUGH THE SAME SMALL 
OPENING IN THE BATHROOM. THE DEFT WAS HEARD COUGHING AND 
HACKING EXCESSIVELY AT THIS POINT. WE AGAIN ORDERED THE DEFT 
TO EXIT THE BATHROOM WITH NEGATIVE RESULTS. WHILE WAITING 
FOR THE STORE MANAGER ( DARREN MARS ) TO RETURN WITH A 
SPECIAL KEY TO OPEN THE LOCKED BATHROOM DOOR, OFCR WATKINS 
WAS ABLE TO RIG THE LOCK TO AN OPEN POSITION THEREFORE GIVING 
ACCESS TO THE BATHROOM AND DEFT. OFCRS HAYES AND MOONEY 
ENTERED THE BATHROOM TO EXTRACT THE DEFT WHO WAS COUGHING 
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EXCESSIVELY. THE DEFT WAS QUICKLY HANDCUFFED WITHOUT 
INCIDENT. 


THE DEFT WAS ESCORTED OUT OF THE STORE TO THE FRONT PARKING 
LOT. LAFD PARAMEDICS WERE CALLED BY OFCR SEWELL VIA CELL 
PHONE. LAFD RESCUE 876 ( RAMIREZ / MEDINA ) RESPONDED TO OUR 
LOCATION AND TREATED THE DEFT. HE WAS DEEMED OKAY TO BOOK 
OR BE RELEASED. 


THE STORE MANAGER (WARREN AGUILING) ADVISED US THAT THE DEFT 
CONSUMED A BOTTLE OF “COKE CLASSIC” AND A PACKAGE OF “LUNCH 
ABLE HAM”. THE STORE MANAGER STATED THAT THE VALUE OF THE 
TWO COMBINED ITEMS WERE $5.97. 


STORE MANAGER WARREN AGUILING SIGNED AN ATTACHED PRIVATE 
PERSONS ARREST FORM FOR 41.24(D)LAMC (TRESPASSING) AND THE 
484P. (PETTY THEFT).
